Nursing » Member of Parliament. 


In the first place, the initial cost 


of obtaining a seat, in the bouse of 
commons is always great. Candi- 
dates are obliged, by the corrupt 
practices act of 1883 (which has fix- 
ed a maximum scale of electioneer- 
ing expenses, ^arying in amount ac- 
cording to the extent and character 
of the constituency) to furnish a re- 
turn of their expenses, and, accord- 
ing to a blue book on tbe subject— 
issued in connection with the gen- 
eral election of 1892—it appears that 
close on a million of money was 
spent by the 1,307 candidates who 
fought for seats in the bonse of 
commons in tbat electoral campaign. 


The average expenses of the 670 


successful candidates were about

So wo must regard Wagner as a 


great musician only and not as a 
poet «r f* philowpher. His zaiisie is 
a great creation, and this suffices— 
a great; creation, not because of the 
ideas which it tries to represent, but 
because it expresses, "with extraor- 
dinary power, one of the most uni- 
versal sentiments. Even the most 
positive man has a very strong in- 
clination to embellish bygone agog 
in his imagination with all those 
flow-ers lacking in Lis own time. 
Seeing them from afar, he does not 
perceive all those innumerable vul- 
garities of life which make our ex- 
istence so tedious, and he thinks 
that men must have been happier. 
Mot otherwise, perhaps, arose the 
widely diffused legends of the golden 
age. Wagner has done no more than 
rnlor this illusion vividly. He is 
only the musician of tins universal 
sentiment, which he has been able 
to make objective, in iorms precise 
and not evanescent. As to the accu- 
sation that Wagner is incapable of 
OrOcitiug syiuuioirieai melodies and 
that he covered counterpoint with 
ridicule and avoided all burdensome 
labor; that he invented the theorv
